The canvass of names for the Cabi- 
net, of course, takes a very wide range.

HAVANA, Dec. 10.—(By Central 
American Cable.) Dr. Maxim Zer- 
tuchaw, personal physician of Antonio 
Maceo, has surrendered to Col. Lort, 
Spanish commander at San Felipe, this 
province. The doctor confirms the an- 
nouncement that Maceo was killed De- 
cember 7 near Punta Brava in aa en- 
gagement between the insurgents and 
the Spanish column, commanded by 
Maj. Cirrujeda. 

Dr. Zertuchaw was shot in the chin, 
the bullet breaking his jaw and passing 
out near the neck and shoulders. A 


second bullet wounded him in the ab- 
domen. 


THE DOCTOR LIBERATED. 

HAVANA, Dec. 10.—Dr. Maximo Zer- 
tuchaw, said to be Antonio Maceo’s 
personal physician and who was pre- 
viously reported to have surrendered 
to the Spanish authorities and to have 
confirmed the announcement that Ma- 
ceo was killed December 7, has been 
liberated and is now at Melena del Sur 
with his family. 

News has been received of the de- 
parture of Gen. Weyler’s column from 
Guanaara in Pinar del Rio, and the in- 
dications are that he is now in Havana 
province.

TRYING TO GET NEWS. 

CINCINNATI, Dec. 10.—The Com- 
mercial Tribune’s special from Tampa, 
Fla., says that every effort is being 
made to get news from Maceo’s army, 
and within twenty-four hours the truth 
will be known. Men who have gone 
outside the city in search of infornia- 
tion have been turned back with 
threats. No news has been received

country.

with the mother of Francisco Gomez; 
blood-stained handkerchiefs, a portfo- 
lio marked “James Shea, stationery 
and printer, 75 Nassau street,” contain- 
ing a diary of military operations; 
Francisco Gomez's letter.to his father 
saying he had committed suicide. The

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The Sene 
ate got into the regular channel of 
business today, taking up the Immigra- 
tion Bill and partly perfecting it, and 
also hearing the first of the speeches on 
Cuba, those of Mr. Cullom and Mr. Call. 
The disposition to put through the Im- 
migration Bill was shown by the defeat 
of a motion by Mr. Gibson of Maryland 
to postpone the measure until after the 
holidays. Only thirteen votes, all Dem- 
ocrats, were given in favor of the post- 
ponement. The proposition served to 
involve Messrs. Chandler, Lodge and 
Gibson in several personal colloquys. 
The bill was not passed upon up to 
the time of adjournment, but the Sen- 
ate agreed to what is generally known 
as the Lodge bill as a substitute to the 
House measure.» The substitute re- 
quires that all immigrants over the age 
of 14 years shall be able to réad and 
write their native language, and shall 
be required to read and write in the 
presence of a United States official at 
least five lines of the United States 
Constitution. 

The Cuban speeches of Mr. Cullom 
and Mr. Call were listened to by 
crowded galleries, indicating the public 
interest felt in this subject. The Sen- 
ate adjourned over to Monday. .

Her only attendants were a man 
and a@ woman servant, and even her 
San Francisco agent, King Kalakaua’s 
former Chamberlain, Col. George Mac- 
farlane, did not know of the Ex- 
Queen’s arrival until he received a sum- 
mons from her on the arrival of the 
steamer. 

Liliuokalani declines to be interviewed 
and will give no information, regarding 
the length of her visit here nor her 
future plans. Her fellow-passengers on 
the steamer gathered the idea that she 
will go to Washington and call upon 
President Cleveland, in the hope that 
the United States will take some steps 
looking to the restoration of the Ha- 
waiian monarchy. 

It is intimated by Col. Macfarlane 
that the éx-Queen will represent to the 
President that the Hawaiian republic 
has been a failure and that the 
great majority of Hawaiian people 
would welcome a return to the former 
monarchial institutions. 

Liliuokalani has been under surveil- 
lance by the Hawaiian government ever 
since the last native uprising until a 
few weeks ago, when she was granted 
an unconditional pardon. She seems to 
have taken advantage of the first op- 
portunity thereafter to leave the island. 

The ex-Queen was seen tonight, but 
Was extremely uncommunicative. To 
all questions as to her intentions she 
replied: “I have not yet matured my 
plans.” She would not even say why 
she had left Honolulu. The Hawaiian 
Consul, however, has received advices 
from his government stating that on 
the morning of her denarture Liliuo- 
kalani called on President Dole and 
informed him that she was going to 
Boston to see relatives of her husband, 
the late John Dominis. Representatives 


of Hawaii in this country have been 


instructed to show the ex-Queen every 
courtesy while she is in the United 


States. 


SHF’S FOR ANNEXATION. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 10.—(Snecial 
Dispatch.) The purpose of ex-Queen 
Liliuokalani’s sudden visit to this coun- 
try is said by those who have inside in- 
formation to te the use of her influence 
to further annexation, in return for 
which the Hawalian government con- 
tracts to give her an annuity of $10,000 
@ vear. 

Just before the steamer China sailed 
from Honolulu the crowd at the wharf 
was surprised to see a carriage dash 
up and the ex-Queen and her maid 
emerge and go aboard. On board she 
kept to her room, and since. her ar- 
rival here she hag talked to no one 
except her former adviser, Gol. Mac- 
farlane. He savs she has come over 
to see the relatives of her late tus- 
band, Col. Dominis, who live in Boston. 
One who knows Hawaiian matters inti- 
mately said this evening: 

“The Queen’s only object in coming 
here at this time is to use her personal 
influence with Cleveland to secure an- 
nexation of the islands. If she de- 


clares that she desires annexation, it 


will clear him of any charge of incon- 
sistency, should he urge it. 
say truthfully that he did everything in 
his power to restore her, but now that 
she is convinced that annexation is the 
only hope of the islands there ought to 
be no further question of its expedi- 
ency. 

“Queen Lil has undertaken this in 
order to get a good pension. She *vas 
offered something like $3000 a year, but 
this she regarded as too small, as 
Princess Kaiulani is getting $2500. The 


_ Queen’s property brings her in about 


$4000 a year, but she has‘many calls 
on her purse, and I understand the 
government has promised her $10,000 a 
year if she succeeds in her mission. 
She would not dare advocate the 
restoration of the monarchy, as Presi- 
dent Dole would confiscate her estates 
and prevent her return to thté islands.”

BOB WILCOX ”TRUN DOWN,” 


E:x-Queen Lil Opposes Him and Splits 
the Loyalist Party. 
(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 

HONOLULU, Dec. 4.—(Wired from 
San Francisco, Dec. 10.) The Hui Aloha 
Aina (‘Love of. Country Society,’’) 
which was closest behini the late 
monarchy and has been the organized 
opposition since the new government 
was established, met in Honolulu last 
Saturday to elect a president to suc- 
ceed the late Joseph Nawahi, who 
died two months ago in San Francisco, 
and transact other business. It was 
a big demonstration by the Royalists. 
The hall in which the meeting was held 
was crowded, and the Royal Hawaiian 
Band played on the veranda. 

The candidates for president were 
Robert W. Wilcox, leader of two rey- 
olutions, and James K. Kaulia, an at- 
torney of Honolulu. Wilcox had been 
urged by a large delegation to stand 
for the place, and would certainly have 
been elected but for a setback from an 
unexpected source. Ex-Queen Liliuo- 
kalani, who has lived in retirement

by the government, sent her private 
secretary at the last moment into the 
meeting to work against Wilcox. Her 
message to the delegates was that, 
though Wilcox had led two revolutions 
in behalf of the monarchy, he was un- 
principled and could not be trusted.

ity. 
~Wileox, when tnformed of the action 
of Liliuokalani, became very angry, 
and at a meeting on Monday he or- 
ganized his forces and bolted. His fol- 
lowing consisted of about twenty dele- 
gates. They met that night and or- 
ganized a new society, similar in prin- 
ciples to the old one, but opposed to 
the Ex-Queen and her party. Wilcox 
was chosen president. The society laid 
a plan for sending out representatives 
all over the islands to organize branch 
bodies and for disseminating literature 
abusing the old party and the Ex- 
Queen. | 

To further the latter purpose negoti- 
ations were at once entered into for 
the purchase of the plant of Ka Leo, 
the defunct Royalist newspaper. The 
deal was made, and the following aft- 
ernoon the first issue of a strong anti- 
Liliuokalani paper appeared. Since then 
all efforts to bring the factions to- 
gether have failed. Wilcox’s ,»arty has 
grown stronger, and the breach be- 
tween the elements has daily widened. 

This is the first serious split in the 
Loyalist party. Some believe the feel- 
ing between the factions will become so 
strong that Wilcox and his crowd will 
declare for unconditional annexation 
to the United States. Wilcox was an 
annexationist -shortly after the over- 
throw, and remained so unfil called 
down »by the Ex-Queen, whom he 
feared. He made annexation speeches, 
and was selected as one of the vice- 
presidents of the Annexation Club at 
its organization. 
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THE ROLLING MILLS STRIKE. 


A Los Angeles Contract Expected to 
Force a Settlement. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 10.—A cut 
in the wages of the skilled workmen in 
the Pacific Rolling Mills at the Potrero 
has caused a strike which has prac- 
tically suspended all operations in the 
big iron manufactory..About fifty men 
-walked out, and their action cuts off 
the means of employment of about 
fifty others. It is believed that a com- 
promise will be effected, and the wheels 
of industry set in motion again. 

The most important factor in the 
strike is that he men were informed 
that they had been working for over 
a week under a new schedule of rates, 
of which they were ignorant. There are 
no indications of any trouble of a vio- 
lent nature. In .the first place, there 
are no iron-workers of this class on 
the Coast, and the places of the strik- 
ers could aonly be filled by an impor- 


tation from the East. It is not likely, 


to take place, as the eastern workmen 
receive as good wages as the men 
here did before the cut. 

The strikers are looking forward to 
an early settlement, because they un- 
derstand that he rolling mills has a 
contract to get out a large quantity 
of extra large street-car rails for a 
company in Los Angeles.

Gen, Dickinson’s Expose of Some 
Sealing Arrangements. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Dec. 10,.—At this 
morning’s session of the Bering Sea 
Claims Commission the British case on 
behalf of the Carolina claim was con- 
cluded and Gen. Dickinson proceeded 
to read from the American case before 
the Paris tribunal ‘to show that though 
there were a large number of seals in 
Bering Sea, great difficulty was ex- 
perienced in killing them.

1 cross- 
examination Allen admitted that while 
Sharkey, after the fight, gave no ex- 
ternal evidence of injury in the groin, 
he asked for water when taken to his 
dressing-room and when the water was 
brought directed Allen to bathe his 
groin. Allen considered that Sharkey 
had been fairly knocked out by Fitz- 
simmons, and declares that no foul 
‘blow was struck by the latter. He was 
so impressed by the fact that Sharkey 
was knocked out that after the sailor 
had been down six seconds, he started: 
to throw up his towel to indicate 
Sharkey’s surender. 

Allen said he helped to carry Shar- 
key into the dressing-room from which 
all but Sharkey, Lynch and the train- 
ers were excluded. In the dressing- 
room Sharkey was carefully examined, 
and the witness was positive that he 
was at that time uninjured in the 
groin. After Sharkey was taken to his 
hotel and the trainers were excluded 
from Sharkey’s room, Lynch, Danny 
Needham and Dr. Lee were alone with 
Sharkey. Shortly afterward, from his 
position outside the room, witness said 
he heard Sharkey cry out as if in pain.

‘arated and Sent North to Ione 
and Eldridge. 


BUDD IS THINKING oF IT. 


STATE OFFICIALS TO DISCUSS THE 
MATTER NEXT WEEK, 


Reasons Advanced by Mra. J. W. 
Mitehelli Why the Proposed 
Changes Would Be Feasible 
im Her Report. 


On December 18 in San Francisco a 
conference of officials representing the 
Whittier State School, the California 
Home for the -Care and Training of 
Feeble-minied Children at Eldridge, 
the Preston Reform School at Ione, 
and perhaps others, will be held with 
Gov. Budd. . 

The conference will be devoted to a 
discussion of what changes in the lo- 
cation and conduct of the schools can 
be made to advantage. The discus- 
sion is not intended to be made up of 
perfunctory talk. Propositions that in- 
clude the removal of the reform school 
at Whittier to the Home for Children 
at Eldridge and other radical changes 
will be. seriously and carefully con- 
sidered. 

To prepare the officials who will be 
included in the conference for intelli- 
gent discussion of these important 
questions, visits have been made by 
them to the different schools which are 
expected to be affected by the confer- 
ence. Mrs. J. W. Mitchell of the Whit- 
tier school board of trustees has re- 
cently completed a tour of inspection 
of the schools in the northern part of 
the State, summarizing the results of 
hex tour in a lengthy report to Gov. 
Budd. 

From the Eldridge State institution 
have come to Southern California A. 
P. Overton, president of the board of 
trustees; R. R. Reibenstein, formerly 
Mayor of Stockton, now a trustee of the 
school, and Dr. and Mrs. Osborne, re- 
spectively superintendent and matron 
of the institution. These officials have 
just completed their inspection of the 
Whittier school and will leave for the 
North today. » 

At the conference to be held in San 
Francisco next Friday, it will be pro- 
posed to remove the boys’ department 
of the Whittier. school to Eldridge, in 
Sonoma coufity, where is now situated 
the Home for the Feeble-minded Chil- 
dren of the State; remove the girls at 
Whittier to. Ione; remove the _ boys’ 
department of the Preston school at 
Ione to Eldridge; and thus have all 
the boys at Eldridge and the girls at 
Ione. The feeble-minded children 
would be removed to Whittier, if this 
change should be made. A consolida- 
tion of the Folsom and San Quentin 
prisons will also, it is understood, be 
discussed at this conference. 

The transfer and consolidation of 


strongly favored by Mfrs... Mitchell, one 
of the Whittier school trustees. .Refer- 
ence has already been made to her re- 
port, which has been received by the 
Governor. In this report, the question 
of transferring and consolidating the 
State schools is discussed by her at 
length. The following extracts from 
her report will indicate the arguments 
that may be used, by those favoring 
the transfers, at the San Francisco 
conference: 
MRS. MITCHELL’S IDEAS. 


“Since my appointment as trustee of 
this institution in March, 1895, I have 
given much time to the study and con- 
sideration of reform methods and insti- 
tutions. And in this work I have vis- 
ited all the penal and reform institu- 
tions of the State, and from my study 
and observations I am forced to the 
conclusion that, generally speaking, our 
reform and penal systems, which are, 
of course, closely allied, are more cum- 
bersome and expensive than they 
should be, and that thefe is need of a 
thorough and ertire reorganization of 
them. ; 
| “From an economical standpoint, the 
taxpayers are unnecessarily burdened 
without compensatory benefit. They 
are supporting institutions of a similar 
character scattered all over the State 
that should be consolidated, and some 
should be transferred from some locali- 
ties to others more desirable. In my 
opinion the Whittier State School and 
the Preston School of Industry should 
be consolidated. 

“The site of the Whittier school is in- 
sufficient. The superintendent in his re- 
port urges the necessity for more land 
and water, which cannot be secured ex- 
cept by a very large outlay. The loca-. 
tion selected for the site of the Pres- 
ton school is not the most desirable and 
convenient, and the land comprising it 
is not generally fertile, and is unfit for 
the demands necessary to be made upon 
it by such an establishment. And as 
the site of neither of these institutions 
is sufficient for the needs of an insti- 
tution for boys the size the consolida- 
tion would make, another should be se- 
lected. 

“Fortunately, the State possesses al- 
ready an ideal locality for a boys’ re- 
formatory, one unsurpassed anywhere. 
It is the site of the California Home 
for the Care and Training of Feeble- 
minded Children at Eldridge, Sonoma 
county. The State’s ownership embraces 
1700 acres of diversified, fertile land, 
With both wood and water in abund- 
ance. It is accessible and thoroughly 
adapted to all the needs and -future 
growth and expansion of a great re- 
form institution, such as the State will 
in time require. Its area is far more 
than is needed for the requirements of 
the Feeble-minded Home. 

“On the other hand, the Whittier 
school site only comprises 160 acres, 
ang thereon is accommodated both the 
boys’ and girls’ departments, distant 
one from the other about three-fourths 
of a mile. The buildings could be easily 
adapted to the needs of the ble- 
minded children, and are, im fact, more 
fitted for their needs than present uses. 
The land is ample for all their wants, 
and the milder climate of Southern 
California, it must be conceded, is much 
better for the feeble-minded children 
than that of the northern part of the 
State. Therefore, in these particulars 
alone the change would be advantag- 


eous. 

“As to the girls’ department at Whit- 
tier, it should be removed to Ione, and 
a separate institution established there 
for the care and reform of female de- 
linquents from 12 to 21 years of age. 

“The experience at Whittier shows 
that it is a mistake to attempt the 
reformation of both sexes under the 
same management, as it is almost im- 
possible to secure equal justice to the 
two departments, and the contrast be- 
tween privileges causes discontent. The 
problem of reforming girls is one that 
requires an entirely different treatment, 
and is more difficult tha#i that of the 
boys. It is more delicate and trying. 
It requires entirely different methods to 
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the two reform schools at Eldridge is. 


make this locality particularly fitted 
for a girls’ .reformatory, and I sincerely 
hope that such change as above con- 
sidered may be effected by proper leg-

ARE IN THE TOILS. 
Detectives Arrest Two Alleged 
Counterfeiters. 

_ Lodged in the City Jail are two al- 
leged counterfeiters, who, it is as- 
serted, have been fidoding the market 
with spurious half dollars for some 
time. Their names are John Clark and 
Frank Heniman, and they were ar- 
rested by Detectives Hawley and Au- 
ble, after several weeks of hard work. 

Some weeks ago Chief Glass received 
numerous complaints from shop-keep- 
ers to the effect that they had ac- 
cepted in change counterfeit 50-cent 
pieces. Detectives Hawley and Auble 
were detailed on the case, and an in- 
vestigation caused them to suspect 
Frank Clark, who had a room at the 
corner® of Alameda and Ord _ streets. 
Clark frequently, to avoid suspicion, 
canvassed the neighborhood as a var- 
nisher. He was placed under surveil- 
lance and the detectives discovered 
that Heniman, who lived on South 
Broadway, visited Clark nearly every 
day, and both would go out together, 
returning in the afternoon. 

Finally the detectives traced the 
men to the northeastern portion of 
the city, but were unable tqlocate the 
house in which they made ir head- 
quarters until Tuesday. They gained 
access while the men were absent, and 
there found a number of counterfeit- 
ing tools, including a quantity of pieces 
of dies, but no whole ones, the men 
having evidently broken them to pieces 
when they had struck off the coins. 
About 9 o’clock Tuesday night Heniman 
was found in his room on _ South 
Broadway, placed under arerst and 
locked up at police headquarters. 

Clark was found in his room about 1 
o’clock yesterday morning and when 
the detectives entered and arrested 
him he exclaimed, “It’s all up now. 
You'll find plenty of evidence here in 
the room.’”’ He was taken to police 
headquarters, where he admitted his 
guilt. Clark is considered the smoother 
one of the two, and the one who 
planned the counterfeiting. Both men 
will be turned over to the Federal au- 
thorities. 


JURY CONDEMNS THEM: 


San Diego Hospital Authorities Send 
a Dying Woman to Los Angeles. 

_ The San Diego hospital authorities 

were severely condemned by a Coro- 


ner’s jury yesterday for their cruel 
treatment of a county charge. 

About six weeks ago, Cruz Tapio, a 
Mexican woman, was found sick in the 
rear of a San Diego saloon. The Help- 
ing Hand Society took her in charge 
and sent her to the County Hospital. 
Ten days ago she was removed from 
that institution to a lonely room, and 
last Tuesday was shipped out of that 
county to this city, where she died on 
Wednesday. The body was removed to 
Orr & Hines’s, and an inquest was held 
yesterday by Coroner Campbell. The 
jury rendered a verdict to the effect 
that the woman had come to her death 
from valvular disease of the heart, and 
condemns the San Diego hospital 
authorities for sending the woman to 
this city in a destitute and dying con- 
dition. 


HOW SANCHEZ CUT HIS WRIST. 


A Serious Wrestling Match with His 
Sweetheart. 

Fred Sanchez was the victim of a pe- 
culiar accident early yesterday fore- 
noon, and in the future will probably 
refrain from playing with young wo- 
men.

Deputy Sheriff McLean Shorn of a 
Little Brief Authority by Sheriff 
Burr—Resignation Called For.

The knock-out blow administered to 
the Committee on Immoral Places and 
Practices of the Parkhurst Society by 
the summary dismissal of the’ suit 
against Florence Laddy, will not in any 
way affect their future engagements 
to appear in court, they say.

‘When asked yesterday afternoon 
what effect failure to convict in the 
Laddy case would have upon the com- 
mittee’s future work, Dr. McLean an- 
swered emphatically: 

“None whatsoever. The cases which 
we now have in court and those which 
we have in course of preparation will 
be heard from in due course of time. 
Everybody who listened to the evi- 
dence in the case argued yesterday 
knows that the defendant 
liquor without. a license, while she 
may not be guilty of the offense 
charged according to the technical in- 
terpretation of the law. 

“The dismissal of the case will not 
affect popular opinion of the actual 
violation of the law. It merely goes to 
show the difficulty of securing the sort 
of evidence that will stand in court, 
and arms us for our future work with 
a knowledge of the technical obstacles | 
which we must overcome in order to 
secuce convictions under the existing 
ordinances and the decisions of the 
courts. We have been unfortunate in

NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 


The Executive Committee of the Na- 
tional Democratic party met in Wash- 
ington yesterday and the members 
generally expressed themselves as in 
favor of making the organization per- 
manent. The organization of the 
sound-money Democrats should cer- 
tainly be maintained, and it undoubt- 
edly will be. In the future, when the 
wave of Populism and anarchy shall 
have ebbed into oblivion, those Demo- 
crats who patriotically refused to fol- 
low the wild stampede for Bryan, free 
silver and other vagaries, will be rec- 
ognized as the true Democratic party. 
In the next national campaign the 
leading sound-money Democrats will 

‘probably be found at the head of their 
party organization, as in times past, 
advocating principles and policies 
which they honestly believe to be right, 
but which are not a menace to the 
nation’s honor nor to the government's 
Stability. | 

The sound-money Democrats who re- 
fused to join in the march to ruin in- 


augurated at the Chicago convention,| 


are the only men who are truly en- 
titled to bear the honorable name of 
Democrats. The Chicago platform was 
essentially Populistic, and the support- 
ers of Bryan were Populists rather 
than Democrats. Against those who 
hold such extreme and dangerous views 
as were exploited in the Chicago plat-

THE CRUSADE. 
Elsewhere in this issue Tum TIMES 


| reproduces from the Investor an article 


which deals somewhat caustically with 
the methods adopted by the Parkhurst 
League of this city, in its crusade 
against vice. It is obviously true, as 
is intimated in the article, that the 
members militant of the Parkhurst 
League aré actuated rather more by a 
desire to achieve notoriety than by a 
desire to conserve the interests of 
morality. It is also true, beyond a 
doubt, that the conditions existing in 
Los Angeles furnish no parallel to 
those existing in New York at the 
time when Dr. Parkhurst began his 
memorable crusade, | 

The corruption of the police depart- 
ment of New York, under the Tam- 
many regime, was notorious, and was 
fast becoming an almost national scan- 
dal. No particle of evidence has thus 
far been developed which tends to 
prove that the police department of 
Los Angeles is in collusion with the 
vicious classes, nor is any such evi- 
dence likely to be developed. The 
police department of this city is, in 
the main, efficient, well disciplined and 
faithful in the discharge of duty, 
though not more than. half large 
enough, numerically, for the work re- 
quired of it.* It is presided over by 
a chief who is well qualified for his 
arduous duties, and who . discharges 
those duties in an exceptionally able 
and conscientious manner. 

It is not to be supposed that the 
Chief of Police can detect and suppress 
every secret violation of law in the 
city—especially with the inadequate 
force at his disposal—any more than 
Rev. MoLean or Rev. Wilson can de- 
tect and suppress all the secret viola- 
tions of law committed by members of 
their congregations. Vice lurks in 
many secret places. Its haunts are 
not alone in saloons and houses of ill- 
repute. But it too often hides its foot- 


tion. -Chief Glass is no more to be 
held responsible for all the covert 
wrong-doing in this city than are the 
reverend gentlemen who are most con- 
spicuous in the present crusade to be 
held responsible for the covert wrong- 
doing perpetrated, perhaps, by some of 
the members of their congregations, 
for whose spiritual welfare they are 
supposed to be laboring. 

Whatever may be the actuating mo- 
ives of the reverend gentlemen, their 
methods are certainly open to the sus- 
picion of being prompted by an itch 
for notoriety. Up to the present writ- 
ing they have done nothing calculated 
to controvert or disarm this unpleasant 
suspicion. 


THE POPULAR VOTE. 


Although the official returns of the 
late Presidential election have not yet 
been fully compiled, they are suffi- 
ciently complete to show some surpris- 
ingresults, The popular vote for McKin- 
ley exceeded the total number of votes 
cast for Harrison by nearly 2,000,000. 
Although Mr. Bryan received at least 
a million Populist votes, in addition to 
an indefinite number of votes from so- 
called Silver Republicans, his total vote 
fell over 253,000 short of the combined 
vote of Cleveland and Weaver in 1892. 
In that year Mr. Cleveland polled 5,556,- 
918 votes—the largest vote up to that 
time ever given to a Presidential can- 
didate. But McKinley has carried off 
that honor in’ 1896, receiving over 
7,000,000 votes. 

The sound-money Democratic ticket 
was confidently expected to poll not 
less than 1,000,000 votes. Instead, it 
polled only about 133,000 votes, and at 
least one-half of these came from the 
seven States of New York, Pennsylva- 
nia, Massachusetts, New Jersey, Mich- 
igan, Illinois and Kentucky. 

It is probable that not less than 
2,000,000 Democrats refused to support 
the ticket and the platform or anarchy, 
repudiation and free riot, represented 


by Bryan, of these patriotic Americans 
and true Democrats, the great majority 
either voted for McKinley or refrained 
from voting. The proportion of Demo- 
crats who repudiated Bryan and Bry- 
anism, it thus appears, was between 
30 and 40 per cent. of the total voters 
of that party. Herein is a lesson 
which the “rule or ruin” element of 
the Democracy would do well to heed. 
That party cannot hope for success

A Large Redvetion Achieved in the 


Amount of Fees Charged Up by 
United States Marshals. 


HELP FOR THE SUFREME COURT 


DEFECTS IN THE CRIMINAL LAW 
ARE POINTED OUT. 


Mr. Harmon Thinks a New Crimes 
Act Should Be Passed—Urges a 
Uniform System—Penalties 
for Murder. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Atty.-Gen. 
Harmon in his annual report to Con- 
sress expresses his satisfaction at the 
results, so far as obtained, of the new 
salary system, which displaced the old 
fee system on July 13 of the present 
year. The returns, he says afford 
Striking evidence of the wisdom of the 
course so long advocated, which re- 
moves the public service from some 
of the common temptations to extrava- 
gance and abuse. 

A very large reduction is shown in 
every one of the items which would 
naturally be affected by the fee sys- 
tem. The fees for the United States 
marshals will show a reduction for the 
year of about $400,000 from those of the 
previous year. Other reductions will 
be made approximately as follows: Fees 
of jurors, $25,306; fees of witnesses, 
$807,073; pay of bailiffs, $94,920; sal- 
aries and expenses of ‘district attor- 
neys, $192,042. The report shows that, 
although there was an increase dur- 
ing the year of fifty in the number 
of cases docketed by the United States 
Supreme Court, there was an increase 
of eighty-four in the number dis- 
posed of, 

The dockets at the close of the last 
terms show a decrease of 107 cases 
since the close of the preceding term. 
At the end of the October term, 1894, 
there remained undisposed of on the 
appellate docket 640 cases, and upon 
the original docket seven cases, making 
a total of 647. The number of cases 
docketed at the October term, 1895, 
was 386, of which 382 were on ihe ap- 
pellate and four on the original Jocket, 
making the total. number of ‘cases 
pending at that term, 1033, ot which 
1022 were on the appellate, and eleven 
on the original docket. Of this num- 
ber 494 were disposed of during the 
October term, 1895, of which 489 were 
on the appellate and five on the origi- 
nal docket. The number of cases 
actually considered by the court was 

The Attorney-General points out two 
defects in the*criminal law to which 
the attention-of Congress is invited. 
The first, he says, is the unnecessary 
and unfortunate confusion of our crim- 
inal legislation. Provisions are con- 
stantly enacted to meet special cases. 
‘The sequence is that it is often difficult 
to decide which of two or more laws 
is applicable to the’ @ase in hand. 
Cases arise which t to be covered by 
-the law, but are not, and the same of- 
fense is visited at various degrees of 
punishment not determined by any dif- 
ference in criminality, but merely by 
the fact that the various statutes re- 
lating to special instanees of the of- 
‘fense were drafted by different men 
and presented at different times. 

“There is a general statute punishing 
embezzlement,” he says, “but there are 
also many special statutes punishing 
embezzlement in particular cases, and 
I am not aware that it has yet been 
settled whether the general statute ap- 
plies to such cases or not. There are 
statutes punishing frauds in the United 
States in many specific cases, arid there 
is a general statute punishing conspir- 
acy to defraud the United States on all 
cases, but there is no general statute 
punishing frauds against the United 
States when committed by one man 
alone. : 

“I think a new crimes act should be 
passed as speedily as possible, which 
should contain provisions simple, easily 


covering such crimes as those above 
stated; that a uniform system of pun- 
ishments should thus be provided, and 
that as to cases arising in the future, 
the present laws relating to these 
crimes should be repealed. This work 
could be easily and quickly performed 
by a commission. 

“The: increasing repugnance on the 
| part'of juries to inflict death penalties, 
in connection with the fact that the 
law makes no degrees in murder, con- 
stantly leads to the entire acquittal of 
persons charged with capital crimes in 
cases where the facts proved not only 
warrant conviction for murder, but 
oblige the court to charges that they do 
not permit a conviction for mere man- 
slaughter. This danger to society can 
be at least mitigated by the establish- 
ment by statute of different degrees of 
murder, with corresponding appropriate 
grades of punishment. 

“The second defect, the unfortunate 
results of the present law governing 
writs of errow to the Supreme Cour' 
in criminal cases. Defendants in crimi- 
nal cases are generally poor, It is hard 
for them to obtain counsel to defend 
them at home, but it is generally be- 
yond their power to obtain counsel to 
argue their cases before the Suprem: 
Court. I think that a transfer of the 
criminal appeals to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals with the present system 0‘ 
permitting important questions to be 
presented to the Supreme Court by 
certification is highly desirable. 

“The cases of the United States 
against Rider, and the United States 
against Howecker,” the Attorney-Ge - 
eral says, ‘disclose another grave de 
fect in our criminal procedure. The 
decisions are that the statute permit 
ting the Supreme Court to review o 
the questions of criminal law upon cer 
tificate of division between the circui 
and district judges has been implicitl 
repealed. The court had previous) 
held that there can be no writ of error 
on behalf of the United States in ¢ 
criminal case. The consequence is tha’ 
when a doubtful point arises in a crim'- 
nal case, there is no way in which 1° 
can be taken to the Supreme Court ex 
cept by resolving the doubt in the fir t 
instance against the prisoner, permit-

The Amateur Parkhurst Crusade, 


(The Investor:) Probably there has 
never been, in-the past history of this 
city, an occasion when the united ac- 
tion of a body of men whose lives are 
consecrated to good purposes has cre- 
ated so much astonishment, such deep 
antagonistic feeling and so much bitter 
criticism as have been evoked by the 
Ministerial Association or Parkhurst 
League, in its present crusade against 
vice and against the saloon. 

The manner, more than the matter, 
of the crusade, has been the chief point 
of attack, and the press has been united 
in its caustic criticism of the methods 
adopted by the Parkhurst Society to 
prove its cases. The public has, for 
Once, backed the newspapers, and ‘the 
event has been emphasized by numerous 
reported withdrawals from the churches 
Where such practices are sanctioned. 

The grievance against the ministers, 
as we unerstand it from the reports 
of evidence given in the police courts 
and reports of speeches made at pub- 
lic asesmblies, is about as follows: 

A certain number of local divines, 
knowing of the success achieved by 
Dr. Parkhurst in his exposé of the po- 
lice department of New York, and of 
its alliance with’ certain objectionable 
elements, imagined that it would be a 
delightful thing for them to achieve a 
similar notoriety here. Accordingly, 
Starting on the theory that the exist- 
ence of vice proved collusion on the part 
of the police, they began by sundry 
efforts to prove this collusion. In this 
they failed, so far} and finding their 
investigation did not bring forth the 
Same fruit as that in New York, they 
should have retired from the field and 
Should have considered another plan. 
It did not require the self-sacrifice of 
the ministers and theological students, 
in person, to prove that the social evil 
exists in this city. The upshot of these 
visitations is simply the charge that 
liquor was retailed by the women with- 
out a license. No less pusiNanimous is 
the charge against a saloon-keeper of 
selling liquor five minutes after mid- 
night, seeing that the man was delayed 
as he was closing up and induced to 
sell under an alleged false pretense. 

These and similar charges of infring- 
ing the ordinances regulating the sale 
of liquors do not attack the foundations 
of morality. They are matters of police 
supervision and the Parkhurst people 
must offer some better evidence than 
that yet brought forward to justify 
their sensational and peculiar methods 
of interference. — 

The action which the reverend gentle- 
men and the budding theologians un- 
der their charge thought proper to take 

done great harm, already, to the 
seminary in which the young men are 
trained, and the effect of the whole 
proceeding in the public mind is one of 
astonishment and disgust. We believe 
that the edministration of Chief Glass 
has been of incalculable value to the 
city, and nothing has yet been shown 
that proves its collusion with the 
haunts of vice. The efforts of the min- 
isters in this crusade must therefore 
be confined to proving sachntons vidla- 
tions of police regulations, which is 
a pitiful outcome after so much sensa- 
tionalism. They would be more consis- 
tent were they to announce their in- 
tention of permanently closing up the 
liquor traffic and of deporting the in- 
mates of every maison de joie in the 
city. 

We believe in unbiased criticism, no 
matter who may be affected by it, but 
it should be remembered that there are 
large numbers of ministers of leading 
denominaticns who have nothing to do 
with this crusade, and some who are 
in it who do not approve of the prac- 
tices of their brethren. e

CAVEIN AT HEDCES. 


Loose Formation of the Rock Causes 
the Entombing of Miners at 
the Bottom. 


SEVERAL LIVES REPORTED LOST 
A NUMBER OF COTTAGES NEAR BY 
ARE BURNED. 

Constable ‘Burke of That Place in 
This City—Says a Fall of Earth 


Wednesday Night Buried é 
Three Men. ; 


(RY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WMP) 

YUMA (Ariz.,) Dec. 10.—(Special 
Dispatch.) News has reached Yuma 
from Hedges, fifteen miles from here, 
in San Diego county, California, of a 
terrible disaster in the Queen mine at 
that place, which is owned by the Gold 
Cross Mining & Milling Co. Some 
time last night a cave-in occurred in 
the main shaft, and as a result several 
miners have lost their lives and more 
are injured. 

The reports are meager and conflict- 
ing, but the generally-accepted one is 
that four miners are entombed at the 
bottom of the shaft, with no chance of 
escape, and four or five have been 
rescued badly injured. Several parties 
came in from the mines tonight, but 
even their reports do not agree, 580 
that it is impossible to gain any defi- 
nite information. 

One man who was interviewed by 
the Times correspondent said that no 
one was: killed, but three men were 
dangerously injured, while the account 
gleaned from yet another. was that four 
dead bodies had been recovered and 
four miners were still entombed with 
small chances of escape. This latter 
report is more generally accepted than 
the former. 

This mine has long been considered 
dangerous on account of the loose 
formation of the rock, and the extra- 
ordinarly careful timbering required. 
Several miners have been injured at 
different times, and one or two lives 
lost, but if present . reports be but 
partially true, no such disaster has ever 
occurred there as this one. 

The burning of several cottages near 
the mines in which the accident oc- 
curred is also reported, which might 
be construed to indicate an explosion 
in the mine, but that is merely theory. 


Constable Burke’s Story. 
Constable Peter F. Burke of Hedges 
was in the city last night on his way 
to San Diego with a prisoner. He was 
seen at his hotel by a Times reporter 


early this,morning, and shown a copy ' 


of the above telegram. _ 

He said that a cave-in had occurred 
at the Queen mine, Wednesday night 
and that the telegram might refer to 
that one, or that another had taken 
place last night. . 

The one he had knowledge of oc- 
curred at the 400-foot level. In the 
tunnel from that point three miners 
were at work when the earth caved in 
on them. A miner who was at work 
in a tunnel at the 500-foot level, went 
up the shaft to the surface and in- 
formed the foreman. 

The work of rescuing the miners was 
at once begun, and after two hours of 
hard and furious digging, the entombed 
miners were reached, and found to be 
alive and not seriously injured. One 
man had his leg injured and the other 
two were somewhat bruised. 

Some time ago a cave-in occurred 
at the same place, but it was not a se- 
rious one. The Queen mine is owned 
by the Gold Cross Mining Company, 


and is worked by a day and night 
shift. 


Scar-faced Charlie’’ Dead. 


SENECA (Mo.,) Dec. 10.—‘Scar-faced 
Charlie,” a noted Modoc chief, is dead, 
of consumption, on the Modoc reserva-~ 
tion in the Indian Territory. He was 
a member of the, conference with the 
United States committee, Gen. Canby 
and others, April 11, 1873, near the lava 
beds in Oregon, at which time Gen. 
Canby and Dr. Thomas were killed and 
Mr. Meacham .and another commis- 
sioner wounded. It is said that “Scar- 
faced Charlie” fired the shot that 
broke up the conference. The Modocs 
finally surrendered to Gen. Loomis on 
June 1, 1873.

At the City Hall yesterday the Board 
of Park Commissioners received from 
the Park Superintendent his annual re- 
port, setting forth the present condi- 
tion of each park in the city, its future 
needs and what had been accorded it 
in the way of expenditure during the 
past year. The board approved the re- 
port and directed that it be sent to the 
Council. 

Grove L. Bartholomew, finding that 
hischarges of fraud against the election 
of Madison T. Owens were not being 
sustained by the recount, withdrew his 
contest yesterday afternoon, where- 
upon Judge York decided that Owens 
had been duly elected to the office of 
City Justice.

CONDITION OF THE PARKS 
» CRIBED IN A REPORT. 


eription of Each Breathing 
Place that the City Maintains, 
The Park Board Does Some 
Business! 


The present status of each of the 
city’s parks is given by Superintendent 
Garey in his annval report to the Board 
of Park Commissioners. The _ report 
was filed yesterday and approved by 
the board, after its various sections had 
been carefully considered. 

East Side Park is declared to be in 
‘good condition, ‘‘possessing the best of 
soil and an abundance of water; no rea- 
son exists why this park should not de- 
velop rapidly and become very popu- 
lar.”” Nearly 2000 feet of pipe has been 
laid in the park during the year; 29,480. 
Square feet of walk has been regrav- 
eled; a new lawn covering. 32,670 square 
feet has been put in; 645 feet of cement 
gutter has been laid; 42,600 plants have 
been planted in the park during the 
year; 175 seats have been made at the 
shop; a fiesta float costing $106.20 was 
built from the park’s resources. There 
has been grown in the park 22,090 plants 
that have been distributed to other 
parks. There is now on hand a ¢ollec- 
tion of 80,000 plants and bulbs for use in 
the several narks. 

“The conservatories are in a crowded 


be provided as soon as finances will ad- 
mit,”’ says the report. ‘“‘There is to be 
another electric light placed in the park 
and when the band stand is completéd, 
it is to be hoped that the Southern Pa- 
cific will provide transportation facili- 
ties that will accommodate the people 
who visit the park.”’ 

In Hollenbeck Park there has been a 
large amount of unfinished work com- 
pleted during the past three months, all 
the grading of the south end of the park 
having been accomplished during that 
time; 600 feet of gutter has been laid; 
65,346 square feet of new lawn has n 
put out; 3847 feet of pipe has been laid; 
13,700 plants and trees and 1800 rose 
bushes have been planted in this park. 

Regarding Prospect Park, Mr. Garey 
says: “This park is a gem and should 
be better patronized. It is always in 
the best pf shape, has good shade and 
ample lawns; if better known it would 
receive its share of public attention. 
Signs directing to the park should be 
placed at suitable points. The park 
has a fine display of goldfish and water 
-iMlies: The lath fence, which detracts 
from the beauties of the park, should 
be replaced by a more suitable struc- 
‘ture. This park furnished the date 
palm at the City Hall.” 

Echo Park is declared by the superin- 
tendent to be in great need of an irriga- 
tion system, pending the obtaining of 
which but little in the way of improve- 
ment can be accomplished. The cost of 
“a proper system would be about $1250. 
There has been planted at this park 
-during the season, 10,600 plants. The 
“water for the plants has been taken. 
from the lake in buckets, which is a 
slow and expensive process. 

St. James Park is declared by Super- 
intendent Garey to be one of the most 
beautiful parks of the system, and 
fairly well patronized. There has been 
added to the park two chamrock ex- 
celsior palms, twelve feet high, pre- 
sented by Mr. Feenshaw. The elec- 
tric light company has placed one arc 
lamp in the park, which, with the 
neighboring lights, provides ample 
Hghting. There has been set out in

The Plaza Park has been improved 


ting out of considerable shrubbery and 
arranging flower beds around the 
ficus trees. The old cement walk 
around the trees has been removed 
and the space left inclosed by cement 
and planted to flowering plants. 
lysian Park the Superintendent 
says that the work accomplished there 
has been very satisfactory. The young 
trees planted last spring have done 
very well. The eucalyptus treey have 
grown from two to five feet in height. 
The cypress and pines have made a 
large growth. By thorough cultiva- 
tion of the soil, less water will be nec- 
essary next summer. There were 
planted about twenty thousand trees 
during March and April last, and of 
these only 1200 were replaced last sum- 
mer, which speaks well for the fore- 
man’s management: 

About 4000 feet of road has been 
constructed in the Elysian Park at a 
cost of $915. About twenty-five acres 
have been planted to trees this winter. 
From the nursery department there 
has been taken 43,000 plants, to be dis- 
tributed among other parks. “here 
are now in the park 81,436 plants, which 
will be planted next spring. 

Under the direction of J. C. Harvey, 
president of the Los Angeles Botani- 
cal Society, the botanical gardens have 
been improved by the addition of many 
rare plants. Mr. Harvey, says the re- 
port, is an authority in this line, and 
through his efforts there are now 
growing in these gardens plants from 
many. countries of the world, which 
in the course of two or three years 
will be a very interesting feature of 
the park. 

Under the head of suggestions as to 
the proper development of Elysian 
Park, the report says: 
ELYSIAN PARK’S FEATURES. 
"In order to improve this park in- 
telligently and systematically, the first 
steps would be to acquire the irregular 
tracts of land extending into the park 
reservation, thereby squaring the out- 
lines of the park property. In some 
instances only small portions of the 
several tracts would be required. Ex- 
changes of land might be made which 
would be satisfactory to both sides. 
The extent of the park is large, and I 
do not think addition to the number 
of acres necessary. The important 
question is to square and secure cer- 
tain portions desirable and naturally 
belonging to the park. 


“To fully understand the sit 
‘and benefits to be obta secur- 
ing these lan oO proceed in a 


sensible and business-like way, a to- 
pographical survey and map of the 
park lands, together with the lands im- 


and from this a map showing the loca- 
tion of proposed drives, with figures 
indicating changes of grades, etc. 
Working by this method there would 
be little conflict in carrying out origi- 
nal plans. The extenston of roads is 
always in keeping with the develop- 
ment of this park. | 
“The possibilities that lie in the nat- 
ural advantages of Elysian Park are 
almost beyond comprehension. The 
adaptation of the vartous soils to the 
many classes of trees, 
plants, is practically unlimited, and by 
exercising care in the selection of loca- 
tion there can be no conjecture as to 
the results. Within the boundary of 
Elysian Park we have the heavy. adobe, 
adapted to growth requiring rich and 
Strong soil; the sandy alluvial, on 
which palms and conifers thrive best; 
the rocky hillsides, rich In warmth and 
wood-producing elements, suitable to 
the requirements of the blue gum; then 
the deep gulches and cafions into which 
the sun seldom penetrates, where the 
fern brake and willow find a home. 
“The northern exposures can b® gar- 
landed with indigenous flowers and 
beautiful vines, which with little at- 
tention will reproduce themselves and | 
So produce a world orightness.~ 
Roads branching from the main boule- 
vard should extend to the more impor- 
tant points, and return to the main 
drive at some conventent point. By 
this method many miles of beautiful 
driveway can be made. The natural 
scenery and views of Elysian Park aré 
equal to those of any park in the 
United States, and should be strictly 
guarded. 

“The question of water for Elysian 
Park, is of the most and greatest im- 
portance. The supply is inadequate to 
the requirements of the nursery alone. 
The annual expense for hauling water 
to the young groves would pay a good 
rate of interest on a pumping plant.” 

For Sunset Park, Mr. Garey sug- 
gests that a system of three terraces 
be constructed; to provide first, a 
tract for the exclusive use of bicycle 
riders of a circumference of about 
eighty rods, oval in form and of 
proper width, which he says. would be 
a source of pleasure to cyclists, as 
well as to the community at large. 
The second terrace to be used as a 
walk with convenient spaces for seats. 
and separated from the bicycle course 
by lawn and low-growing shrubbery. 
The last and top terrace to be occupied 
by a broad driveway encircling the en- 
“tire park, and separated from the sec- 
ond terrace by lawns, this driveway 
to be for the accommodation of car- 
riages, and to have numerous connec- 
tions with the public roads and streets. 
By this arrangement a good view of 
the entire park could be had at all 
points. 

Superintendent Garey closes his re- 
port with a recommendation that the 
park known as the Central Avenue 
Park, be purchased by the city at once. 

Accompanying Mr. Garey’s. report is 
a financial statement from Secretary 
Mendenhall, showing the receipts and 
expenditures credited to each park 
fund. In some instances the funds have 
been overdrawn, but this was caused 
by the report being made up only 
to November 30, when the taxes had 
not been nearly all collected and ap- 
portioned, because of the time having 
been extended to December 9. 

ROUTINE BUSINESS. 

The board, after approving these re- 
ports, ordered them transmitted to the 
Council, and proceeded with the regu- 
lar business of the meeting. 

It was suggested by the Superinten- 
dent that the watchmen’s hours at 
Westlake and East Los Angéles parks 
be changed, and that they begin duty 
at 1 and quit at 9 o’clock, p,m. The 
board approved the suggestion and or- 
dered the same carried out. 

The secretary was directed to have 
insurance for $500 placed on the build- 
ings in the East Side Park. 

Action in the matter of a complete 
pipe-line for Echo Park was deferred 
for one week. 

The plans prepared by Building Su- 
perintendent C. L. Strange for the band 
stand in the East Side Park were ap- 
proved, and the secretary was directed 
to advertise for bids upon the same.

~The bonds of the California Beet 
Sugar Estate and Land Company, 
Limited, are issued in two series, 
series A of $250,000, and series B of 
$500,000, with coupons attached whereby 
the interest oh ’each bond is payable 
at stated periods, during the ten years 
for which time the bonds run. It is 
the first time perhaps in the history 
the State that a debenture issue of 
this kind has been put into practical 
operation tn’ the purchase of a landed 
estate. The bonds are made payable 
in San Francisco-or in London at the 
banking house of the Anglo-California 
Bank,.and the coupons likewise, which 
represent the interest, are payable at 
stated periods at the same place. 
~The issue of A debentures covers 
virtually the preliminary expense and 


erty, and they are purposely made for 
ten years, .being more attractive in 
this shape as an investment ‘to the 
English money lender, who in making 
investments, seeks a long term in- 
vestment in preference to a short term, 
and these land debentures have found 
a ready sale in the English market. 
‘The bonds, of course, are secured by 
a trust deed, made by the company to 
Lilienthal and Friedlander, covering 
all of the property of the company, 
subject to such servitudes for water 
development, etc., as may have been 
put on prior to the recording of the 
rust deed. 
'The placing of these bonds, now in 
London, means the completion of an 
extensive negotiation, which has ter- 
minated satisfactorily for all parties, 
and it is to be hoped for the benefit 
of the State generally, may be followed 
by others equally as successful, offer- 
ing gilt-edge security to English cap- 
ital,,and aiding materially in the de- 
velopment of the State.

SELLING COUNTRY LANDS. 
As previously mentioned in this de- 
partment, the greatly-improved prices 
for California farm products has led 
to a considerable increase in the de- 
mand for country land.

THE HOMESTEAD TRACT. 

A Washington dispatch announces 
that Secretary Morton of the Agricul- 
tural Department, urges the repeal of 
the homestead law, a radical sugges- 
tion which will undoubtedly call forth 
much criticism. Mr. Morton attributes 
the decline in farm values to the op- 
eration of this law, and says that it is 
impossible to maintain the value of 
farming property when millions of 
acres were being distributed without 
cost by the Federal government. The 
Real Estate Guide says: 

“During the thirty years the law has 
been.in operation, beginning in 1866, 
2,000,000 farms have been taken up on 
homestead claims—none of them less 
‘than eighty acres in extent and many 


including 160 acres. 


“Under the provisions of the Timber 
Culture Act 600,000 gifts of land have 
been recorded, while fully 500,000 more 
farms have been secured through the 
operations of the Desert Land Act. The 
Swamp Lands Act has also placed mill- 
‘ions of.acres at the disposal of the va- 
rious States. This vast amount of land 
thrown open to cultivation without cost 
of sponte to the possessors has na- 
urally operated to lessen the value of 
oe in the older sections of the coun- 

“Before the enactment of the Home- 
stead Act, Mr. Morton states, a farm 
was a fixed investment, secured through 
‘unremitting toil on the part of the 
owner, and representing thrift and in- 
dustry. Since the homestead law went 
into effect, however, and especially dur- 
ing ‘the past ten years, farm values 
have declined steadily owing. to the 
cheapening effect of the free distribu- 
tion of land by the Federal government. 
Every farm given away by the govern- 
ment has lost a competitive purchaser 
of farm lands and has reduced the cost 
of land. It would be equally impos- 
sible, he claims, to keep up the value 
of any commodity when competition is 


‘destroyed by free distribution. 


“This: recommendation by Secretary 
Morton is certain to be bitterly assailed 
in Congress. While farm values may 
have been generally. reduced by the 
law, it will be claimed on the other 
hand that many benefits have been se- 
cured by the operations of the law, 
and that the opening up of the great 
West has been due to the vast amount 
of land: thrown open settlement 
der’ the provisions of this law. Nearly 
all the available land, moreover, has 
been taken up, and the repeal of the 
law at this time should have no retro- 
active effect in pulling up the value of 
farm lands.”’ eS:

EDNESS. 

The report of the State. Comptroller, 
showing values and indebtedness of

In regard to the assessed value of 
mortgages in the various counties, Los

The 
ground plan of the house will in some 
respects resemble that of the house of 
Pansa, familiar to readers of the “Last 
Days of Pompeii,” and a reproduction 
of which was erected a short time ago 
by Architect Smith at Saratoga, where 
it is now used as a museum for ancient 
Roman and Pompeiian curiosities. The 
bricks will be of various sizes, shapes 
and colors, and the effect will be of an 
oriental richness which will defy de- 
scription. | 
“Building a house of glass bricks is 
not the chimerical undertaking it may 
at first glance seem to be. The glass 
brick is now a recognized building ma- 
terial, and: has peculiar advantages, 
both as to translucence and as to its 
strength and durability. Modern glass 
manufacturing has reached'a high de- 
gree of excellence, especially in Ger- 
many, where these glass bricks are 
made. They are hollow inside, and have 
great resistance to heat and cold. The 
Newport residence will be, however, the 
first in the world to be constructed of 
glass.

THOSE TOURIST HOTELS. 
The Builder and Contractor has the 


following observations in regard to the 


several tourist hotel projects in Los

“Architect O. Morgan once said ‘We 
always want the other man to huild 
the hotel;’ meaning that this was the 
idea of the owners. What Mr. Morgan 
said, unfortunately, is correct. There 
is no character of a building that in- 
creases the value of adjacent land to 
such an extent as a hotel; there are 
also few buildings the returns upon 
the investments in which are more un- 
certain. Hotels are usually built by 
companies and leased to managers; 
these managers are usually impecunious | 
or they have but enough capital to 


Carry them one season; if they have a 


run of bad luck one season, they cannot 
go over into the next; the company 
must come in an@ take the hotel, hunt 
a new manager, or establish the prin- 


cipal stockholder in charge of the en-| 


terprise. It often happens that the 
building is constructed largely with the 
mortgage money, and a bad season 
may mean the foreclosure of the mort- 
gage with the mortgagee coming into 
possession of the property. As a propo- 
sition of investment, there have been 


‘more losses in hotels, probably, than in 


any other class of structure. 

“These are some of the reasons why 
investors fight shy of the hotel propo- 
sition. In the just arrangement. of 
things, it would seem that those per- 
sons who should get together and build’ 
the hotel are the owners of adjacent 
land who, in the increase of their land 
values, are the chief recipients of the 
profits of the existence of the. hotel; 
but such, generally,-is not the case. 
This very fact was well recognized 
in the instance of the Main-street ho- 


tel site; the land-owners in the neighbor- | 


hood were thoroughly canvassed f 
subscriptions, but the response did not 
justify the taking hold: of the build- 
‘ing. Each land-owner realized that if 
the structure were built. he would 
share the benefits. whether he came

GRAND JURY'S REPORT. 

The grand jury was dismissed by 


‘Judge Cope last evening without a sin- 


gle indietment having been found. The 
jury’s report, filed with County Clerk 
Doyle, eulogizes Expert J. T. Johnson 
for his. efficient review of the county 
records. A few errors were discovered 
to have been made.in ‘the al’owing of 
claims, and the report suggests that 
the Board of Supervisors should exer- 
cise more care in the allowing of 
claims. Sewer connection for carrying 
off water used in cleansing the jail is 
recommended. 

The jury compliments Mr. and Mrs. 
W. W. Stillwell for the neat and or- 
derly condition of buildings and 
grounds at the County Hospital and 
calls the attention of the Supervisors 
to the inadequate . water supply. It 
also strongly recommends the pur* 
chasing of a suitable tract of land for 
a county poor farm, where the labor 
of inmates can be utilized with a view 
to making the farm self-supporting. 

The Supervisors are cautioned to 
look carefully into all applications for 
county aid, as cases: have been re- 
ported to .the jury, where beneficiaries 
are unworthy. 

Besides a generally favorable report 
in regard to the. various county officers, 


-the jury especially points, to the marked 


improvement .in the business. methods 
of the Recorder’s office since the pres- 
ent incumbent. took charge, The Dis- 
trict Attorney is recommended to 
take immediate action regarding a 
number of saloons now selling liquor 
within the county without a county li- 
cense, and he is also to inform certain 
tobatco merchants that the law prohib- 
iting the sale of tobacco to children un- 
der 16 years of age is still in force. 

The jury re-appointed J. T. Johnson 
to expert: the county books for the 
ensuing year and recommends that the 
Board of Supervisors appoint an As- 
sistant District Attorney. for the north- 
ern part of the county, at a salary not 
to exceed $800 per annum. This will 
save the county many dollars every 
year in the matter of witness expenses 
etc. In the matter of working county 
prisoners it is recommended that the 
man in charge who receives $3 per day, 
should take more than three men out 
to work at a time, as otherwise the ex- 
pense is more than equivalent to the 
benefit derived. 

The action of justices of the peace 
making indiscriminate arrests and - 
victions of persons charged with vag- 
rancy is deprecated, stating that many 
arrests seem to have been made simply 
for the purpose of making fees for the 


officers corcerned. The Board of Super- 


visors is urged to take immediate steps 
to open the so-called “‘Refugio” road, 
as it would save money for the county 
and prove a great convenience gener- 
ally. The report closes with a vote of 
thanks to the District Attorney for 
his kind assistance, and is signed and 
submitted by W. H. Myers, foreman of

IMPORT OF JUDGE McKINLEY’S IR- 
RIGATION DECISION. 


New Evidence Aganinat Searcey, the 
Alleged Murderer—Murderer No. 
4 not Yet Apprehended—His Wite 
Still Lives, but Will Die—A Pica 
for Economy. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 10.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The decision 
rendered yesterday by Judge McKinley 
in the case of the Lytle Creek Water 
and Improvement Company vs. the 
Irrigation District has 
awakened great interest here. Accord- 
ing to this decision. the Grapeland dis- 
trict, which has been considered in 
about the best condition of any organ- 
ized district in this section, is deprived 
of all water, whereas the Rialto tract 
(Semi-Tropic Company’s lands) includ- 
ing the towns of Riako, Bloomington, 
oe and Sansevain, will be bene- 

ted. 

The decision thag water developed 
from the underflow of a stream, the 
surface water of which is appropriated, 
is not to be segregated from the surface 
water is rather startling. It is a ques- 
tion which has been much discussed in 
the past, and this is by no means the 
only case where the question will be 
raised. 

Where the Grapeland district can 
turn for water to take the place of that 
of which they are now deprived, is a 
problem. The tunnel which the de- 
cision renders worthless cost $120,000. 

The case will undoubtedly go to the 
Supreme Court, and all manner of pre- 
dictions of the decision of that body 
are to be heard from close students of 
the questions involved. 


NEW EVIDENCE FOUND.

Limits Prescribed for the New Hiteh- 
ing Ordinance. 

POMONA, Dec. 10.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) It is well enough for the 
public to acquaint itself with the pro- 
visions of ordinance 166, adopted by 
the City Council at its last regular 
meeting. It goes into immediate ef- 
fect, and especially worth notice are 
two of its sections, No. 1 and No. 3. 
The former makes it unlawful for any 
person in charge of a horse, mule or 
team, to leave the same on any street, 
sidewalk or alley within the territory 
bounded by the north side of Holt 
avenue on the north, by the south side 
of Fifth avenue on the south, the 
east side of Towne avenue on the 
east, and the west side of White ave- 
nue on the west, without securely 
fastning or hitching the same, the 
penalty for violating the provisions 
of this section being a fine of not less 


than $5 nor more than $30. 
The other section referred to, No. 
8, makes it unlawful for a person in 


charge to hitch any animal to any 
ring, post or ataple on Second street 
between the west line of Louisa street 
and the east line of Parcells street: or 
leave any vehicle, save bicycles, stand- 
ing within said limit, the penalty be- 
ing not less than $2 nor more than 
$5 fine. 

The City Marshal and the Street 
Superintendent will see that due no- 
tice is given, as well as rings, staples, 
ete., removed, and endeavor to have 
the public informed so as to avoid un- 
necessary annoyance and expense.
